| Safety Awards 
(For Bus Drivers 


The unusual conditions this spring 
give rise to the fallowing comment by 
the Wheat Pool Budget: 

’“The province of Alberta has al¬ 
ways been noted for its fickle weather, 
but even the most blase oldtimer has 
been jolted over what has happened 
meteorologically during the past six 
months. 

“The weather during last autumn 
was exceptionally fine. Warm sun¬ 
shiny days were experienced, with no 
snow or rain, right up till Christmas. 
The \yinter was an unusually mild and 
open one. The advent of spring, how¬ 
ever, marked a decided change. Snow 
and rain storms alternated during the 
entire month of April and early May, 
and temperatures‘have been unusually 
low for that season of the year. 

“The dry autumn prevented ahy in¬ 
crease in subsoil moisture reserve, but 
the stormy April made up'the defic¬ 
iency, and almost every section of the 
province has a fairly goocT supply of 
moisture. While this is quite wel¬ 
come, complaint is herewith lodged 
with the weather man that the last 
half of April and the first part of May 
is Alberta’s seed time. Kindly send 
the rain either prior to or after those 
weeks! 

“There is no doubt about it but Al¬ 
berta’s. crop will get an excellent 
start, but it will be a late one. If the 
ensuing season is characterized by dry 
weather, the wheat crop piay be ex¬ 
pected to escape frosts if these come 
at the normal time. If the season 
turns out to be a wet one, it will take 
the grain longer to ripen and damage 
may be expected. 

“Seeding has been progressing slow¬ 
ly in Southern Alberta and with fine 
weather will be broadening out during 
the week and extending northward. 
Heavy showers occurred ovef sections 
of the country during the past week¬ 
end. All in all, this is the latest seed¬ 
ing season Alberta has experienced in 
modern times.” ✓

Alternative Routes Both in 
British Columbia

Surveys are recommended to the 
federal government, by the B.C.-Alas- 
ka Highway Commission. Thq com¬ 
mission offers two alternative routes 
from the U. S. border to Alaska 
through B.C., the estimated .cost being 
about 25 million on either. 

" The Canadian section of this com¬ 
mission board, which has international 
connection, is headed by Hon. Charles 
Stewart. 

The first or “A” route would link 
Hazelton to Atlin and the YukJh 
boundary. The “B” route would fol¬ 
low the Parsnip and Finlay valleys to 
the Liard river and Frances lake. 

If the “A" route were chosen the 
Yukon extension would follow a line 
from Whitehorse to the Alaska l>ound- 
ary. 

The “B” route would lie along the 
valleys of the Pelly ami Yukon rivers 
to Dawson and thence to the boundary 
^Should such a road be built there are 
a number of feeder roads, some exist¬ 
ing, others new, which are referred to 
in the report. These would include the 
I .ethbridge-Vancouver, Ba nIT- Wi nder- 
, mere, and Calgary-Golden-Rig Bend 
Revelstoke highways, also roads from 
Edmonton to the western boundary of 
Jasper Park and frpm Edmonton to 
the western boundary of Jas|^r‘Park 
anil from Edmonton to the Peace Riv¬ 
er valley. The two latter may shop j 
ly Ire extended * to conn.*ct with the 
highway system of British Columbia.

The 
bacon board, hnaded by Hon. J. G. 

Taggart, minister of agriculture for 
Saskatchewan,flras been interviewed. 

The bacon board, following nego¬ 
tiations with Britain, set the price 
paid to the packers for export bacon 
at a price equal to $18.01 per cwt. f.o. 
h. the Canadian seocoast. This is the 
same as $8.50 pec cyt. for live bacon 
at Calgary. •*- T 

Blit Mr. McKenzie voices the claim 
of the producers that while the price 
of live hogs has gone down, the price 
which packers receive is still at the 
$18.01 per cwt. originally set. Live 
bacon in Calgary recently was $7125 
per cwt., whereas it should have been 
$8.50 if producers were receiving the 
same consideration as the packers. 

Producers ask a guaranteed live hog 
price, otherwise they will reduce on 
breeding stock. 

Hon. James Gardiner, federal minis¬ 
ter of agriculture, has informed the 
Alberta Co-operative Council that the 
bacon board will lower the payment to 
packers proportionate to the drop 
which the producer takes. If a greater 
margin exists between the price paid 
by Britain and the price to packers, 
this will go to a fund to create a better 
price.

VV hat abject creatures fear makes of the weak! With 
all their distrust of Germany there is not a small nation 
out would join with it or tamely submit if certain that the 
Allies were losing. They know what their fate would be, 
out will do nothing positive to help avert it. But the weak 
are no more abject in the presente of fear than the strong 
are who use fear for its psychological effect, and are event¬ 
ually confronted with the same weapon in the hands of an 
ei|ual or superior force. It is this consideration that im¬ 
pelled Himmler to advise the Euerher to avoid giving the 
Allies any excuse for bombing German cities and towns. 


Disappointment in Hogs 


JVARMKRS have had good reason for disappoint¬ 
ment in the development of the hog industry. The 
governments and the newspapers all did their hit in 
encouraging an expansion of’the hog business. It seems 
a short while ago that farmers were being notified of the 
assured British market for all they could produce, and 
the big anxiety seemed to he whether Canada would be 
raPahle of turning out the required weekly quota. They 
have proved quite capable of meeting demands, but it is 
said that there has been little movement of bacon out 
of Canada under the quota plan as yet. So the bacon- 
board has been taking it over until a great surplus has 
developed and storage capacity is overtaxed. 

It is not difficult to appreciate the British position at 
the moment. According to information, the British sup¬ 
ply board, anticipating that Hitler might enter Den¬ 
mark, bought all available supplies'from that country. 
This may have something to do with the sl»>w movement 
from Canada. Bacon i$ not so immediately necessary 
ns other types of supplies, from this country. Hut 
eventually the Danish supply will he exhausted, and ■ 
since trade with that country has ceased, Canadian ba¬ 
con will be in demand.

If there is one newspaper in the 
l Hited States that supports Nazi Germany, we have not 
heard of it.
